THE OKIAHIZED DIPLOMACY PIAYSR 
by Len Lakeffca 

The most vexing thing that happens to a player is a missed Eova. Second to that is 
failure to costaamicaie with an ally because of carelessness. This carelessness can he due 
to poor playing ability or to poor organization. I'd like to address sqrsslf to the latter 
topic. 

Organisation io a function o-f how aaticulouft you ere and how nuch tine and nioney you 
care to invest in keeping accurate records t Early organisation is just keeping all corre- 
spondence froa each gaae separate in .a large envelope, along with the gone record itself* 
Froia that paint, you can branch out all over. 

Phase one is the organisation of the gsne adjudications. All of the gass records should 
be removed from the ffi&gaslne and placed in a file for that gaas. If you are at hone with a 
particular notation, then copy the aaves from the zine and keep the gane record in that form. 
You can ff using 7 different colored pencils, transcribe the moves or final positions to Raps — 
if these can be obtained and/or afforded. Here are a few ways of keeping track of the gaae 
,>fchat are quite good. 

Get a columnar pad with at least 3^ horizontal lines and about 20 columns, label the 
-columns S 9 01, F'01 t U B 01. Use 7 different colored pencils to list the final position of each 
piece at the end of the move (retreats are noted in the next colunn in sjaall print). Now, 
tor placing the position of the piece in the next seacon°s coluan, you can also trace the 



place 6 s soveaents. Growth and decline of each country can "be eeea as a 7-part, single- line 
^craph els more (or less) spaces are used for each country. * 

Another method is to obtain a cork board, or larce piece of cardboard, that can to 
reeved and stored or hung In one place. Now, ccitrcd pieces of raper tan represent pieces 
on individual naps or the orders can te tacked up next to one conference nap, Thus* as the 
new adjudication arrives, you place the new position of the piece on the columnar pad a nap 
or just replace the new isc-ves with the old. ' 

Phase "two is organisation cf dated naterial. First of all, se h.ive the deadlines for 
the gases. These can "fa© listed cn (l) a. l*rge calender, (2) a date psd (list the deadline 
FIVE days before the actual data cf deadline), (3) use a note on a columnar pad for the par- 
ticular game, This latter aethed will te elaborated cn in a few nrinutes. 

Other dated material involves corresponde-ncs # When sou rail a note and expect a response 
(or require a response) by a certain date, "be sure to note this on a coluonar pad or on a* 
date pad. Be sure to alien adequate tine for the covenant of ins cailsl 

The actual subaissicn cf orders, using a receipt cethod (stamped self-addressed card or 
envelope or a postal receipt) is also do ted material, If tho receipt does not coco lack in 
-cine, sip off another set of orders. Also, the receipt i&eihod can be used -to have an exact 
duplicate of the orders sent to the CM tilth his signature on it. This can uoeful if there 
is a GM error, 

Phase three is or-ganisatiai of the correspondence. Part one cf this systeo is to keep 
up-to-date files of all addresses and phone nurabers. This is best donfc in one of t\n uays i 

(1) keep a separate list of each gane roster on a single sheet of paper in the game file or 

(2) go to a store that sells philatelic supplies and get a stan? ledger that holds indivi- 
dual stamps in creases in the pages. New place each player's address on a blank "business
